THE RESERVISTS. 

It is a great pity that the Senate 
should have stricken out that part of the 
Militia bill which provides for the estab- 
lishment of a reserve force, to the num- 
ber of 160,000; consisting of men hon- 
orably discharged from the army, the 
volunteera or the National Guard, who 
shall report yearly their residences, and 
who) shall hold themselves in readiness 
to be mtistered into sérvice immediately 
on the outbreak of war. 

Something like this is a feature in the 
National defense of every Buropean 
country. The advantages of having such 7 
a of veterans, literally or even com- 
paratively speaking, who can be called 
out and mobilized at once, are too ob- 
vious to” need recounting. Moreover, 
they have aJl been fully set forth in offi- 
cial reports. and in speeches in Congress. 

Presumably, it was the
